Though these expressions weré common, 
Dougherty’s affection for his adored object 
was refined, It wasa distant and romantic 
worship, and against his divinity he 
never thought of raising his arm and had no 
Gesire to kill her. 

But the murderous mania came tater. After 
his actions had become so offensivethat he 
was arrested, examined and sent tothe Fiat- 
bush Insane Asylum, he decided to _ kill 
fifteen persons who haf crossed his 
path. By a perverted logic he led him- 
self to believe this wholesale killing 
would be justified. He escaped from the in- 
stitution, but returnedand shot and killed 
Dr. George W. Lloyd, the Assistant Superin- 
dent. He was convictea of murder inthe 
second degree and sent tothe Asylum for In- 
sane Criminals after having been sentenced 
for life to State’s Prison. 

Dougherty was only a crank, but according 
to the verdict of acommission which exam- 
ined him, he was the most dangerous lunatic 
it was ever their pleasure to see. 

The attempt on the life of Russell Sage by 
Henry Norcross, who blew himself to pieces 
witha dynamite bomb and wrecked Sage’s 
office, isamongthe most remarkable cases 
of cranks of recent years. ° 


A CRANK’S CAREER. 

‘the career of Louis Barraud, a man witha 
passion for dynamite, is most remarkable. 
Barraud, or Ramel, explodeii dynamite on 
board the Sound steamer Drew, and also 
wrecked a Delaware & Hudson train near 
Plattsburg by means of explosion. He 
served a term in the penitentiary for each of 
these offenses. Born in Paris, he came to 
tbis country when 6 years old. 

While in prison at Belvedere jail he related 
many incidents of his lifeto newspaper rep- 
‘resentatives who visited him. His early life 
was rather uneventful. He passed several 
years in Chicago, butin July, 1879, returned 
to New York, and by writing sensational 
fakes over the signature of ‘‘fhe Man From 
Peru,’’ secured for himself this nom de 
plume which has since adhered to him. 

About the expiosion onthe steamer Drew, 
he gotit into his head, he says, ‘*‘to have 
some funon the Drew.’’ He took a state- 
room fora tripfrom New York to Albany. 
He had two pounds of powder in-a can 
which he placedin hisroom. He waited un- 
til about 11 or 11:30 p. m., and then fixed it up 
and started it and vot out. It exploded and, 
he says, ‘‘did nodamage of any account.’’ 
The women rushed out much excited. Bar 
raud was suspected, and he was arrested as 
he was going off the boatat Albany. He was 
charged with arson in the third degree,tried, 
convicted and sentenced to seven years’ im- 
prisonment. He was sent to Clinton'prison. 
Commutation for good conduct réduced his 
term to four years and nine months; he was 
released in July, 1884. 

HE TRIES DYNAMITE. 

A year after this release he got in the 
**scrape,’’ as hecallsit, on the Delaware & 
Hudson. 

He got some dynamite ata mine. He put 
it under one of the sills of a small bridge, 
about four miles south of Piattsburg, early in 
the morning. Then he ran down the track 
and ‘‘flagged’’ the New Yord express by wav- 
ing his handsinthe air; he understood the 
signals and Knew what motions to niake. 

The train stopped and the engineer asked 
Barraud what wasthetrouble. : arraud told 
him that **there was an infernal machine 
over there somewhere by the bridge,’’ ‘The 
train pulled up slowly. When it was halted, 
Ba rraud says,the news went through the 
train and passengers got ‘out and thére was 
considerable excitement. ‘The train went to 
the bridge. They looked for the dynamite 
there where Barraud had told them it was, 
found it, took it aboard and went on to 
Plattsburgh. Barraud went on the train. 
‘*Nobody suspected me,’’ he said. The 
warden of Clinton Prison was on the 
train, but he didn’t see Barraua; 
he thought, however, recalling the 
explosion onthe Drew, that Bafraud had 
had something to do with this, and he noti. 
fied the police of Plattsburgh, They found 
Barraud ata cottage which the architect 
for whom he was working was putting up a 
few miles out oftown. He was arrested and 
accused of putting the dynamite.on the 
track. He was tried in Plattsburgh. a 
pleaded not guilty; the jury found him 
guilty ; he was sentenced to seven years’ im- 

risonment. 

When his release for this crime came Bar- 
raud was not longidlie. On May 11, 1891, he 
tried to wreck atrainon the West Shore 
track, but failed. He was not detected in 
this work, and on July 1 went to Hartford 
on the Hartford & New Haven road and fixed 
three Cartridges as he did on the West Shore 
track. Thetrain was not ‘seriously dam- 
aged. a 
HIS LAST OFFENSE. 

During the month of August, 1891, Barrau‘ 
went to Bethlehem, Pa., and at the iron 
works there he introduced himself as an 
engineerfrom France. He spent a week 
around there in various factories, and he got 
twelve cartridges at a dynamite factory in 
Rahway, N.J., for another railway explo- 
sion. On the following day, Sept. 9, be 
placed about three and a half cartridges on 
the Lehigh Valley track near Kennedy Sta- 
tion. They were arranged in just the same 
Manneras before. He didn’t know what 
was coming, he says. The dynamite was 
exploded by an engine. 


Barraud was about 100 feet away and saw 
the explosion. He went back to Bethelem 
and stayed there until about 4p. m. the next 
day. Then he went to Easton, expecting to 
meet the superintendent of the bridges ‘‘to 
chat with him.’’ He did not find the super- 
intendent, and as he was passing the police 
headquarters, he was recognized by Detec- 
tive simons., 

When arrested for his last offense in Bar- 
raud’s trunk were found two tin tubes, each 
seventeen inches long, closed at one end and 
open attheother, containing together six 
pounds of dynamite. In another part of the 
trunk they found two dynamite cartridges, 
each nine inches long, with fuse and caps at: 
tached ready to be used. They were branded 
**Miners’ Friend IXS,’’ and were of exactly 
the dimensions and brand ofthe two unex- 

lodea Hd ys ey found near the Lehigh Val- 
ey track, In the trunk also were about forty 
feet of fuse and a box of exploding caps. 

Barraua has twice been confined im insane 
asylums, once in Paris and laterin the Bloom- 
ingdale institution in New York. 


ANARCHIST BERKMAN.

BRADLEY IN JERSEY CITY.

New York, Oct. 31.—A crank, giving his 
name as Magnolia Andrews, walked into the 
office of Edwin Gould, second son of the late 
Jay Gould, at2 o’clock yesterday, and de- 
manded $5.0v00 ora tip on the market. Mr. 
Gould had been warned of the nature of the 
man by several previous visits and the re- 
marks he had made when Mr. Gould was ont. 
The man had said - he would return at 2 p. m. 
So Mr. Gould had a detective waiting for 
him and, under the pretense of getting the 
money from the safe, stepped from the 
room and let in the officer. 

Andrews was an operator in the Western 
Union office at Kansas City and was off on 
leave to visit his old Home in West Virginia. 
He is a crankon a good many subjects, 
but was never considered dangerous. 

Andrews was remanded to jail to-day by 
Justice Martin, pénding an examination as 
tohis sanity. Andrews’ words and actions 
while in court were such that every one 
present was convinced that he was insane. 
Hetola Judge Martin that he 34% years of 
age, atelegraph operator, with awife and 
two children in Kansas City.

Whatever may be the feelings of mr.

Cotton Co, Cireular: 

We have frequently during the season 
stated to our patrons and friends that we 
advised a conservative course and for them 
not to look for too much from the mar- 
ket. The recent decline of % a cent per 
pound has justified us in so doing. We 
do not feel sure that we will not have 
some further decline, yet we feel more 
hopeful at this time than for some time 
past, The financial situation has un- 
doubdtedly clearedup.

Louis for middling cotton, our 
friends would be justifed in commencing to 
buy with hopes of being reimbursed for out- 
lay and chances fair to good for a profit. 

To show you the great discrepancy in esti- 
mates being made ofthe growing crop, one 
of the largest and most conservative English 
houses at Liverpool writes us under date of 
the 18th of October that the‘ *estimates issued 
by leading authorities on the present crop are 
ranging from 6,750,000 to 8,000,000 bales. ’’ The 
same authority says: ‘*‘We still hold the 
view that the trade are heavily short of 
adétual cotton to cover existing contracts and 
anticipate extensive buying on their part for 
some time to come.’’ 

To those who were unfortunate in their 
cotton investments during the past season 


‘and held for higher values, we would say 


that they should not forget that 
last season they were paying from 8% cents 
to 94% cents in the intertor, while to-day they 
are only paying from 6% cents to 7\ cents, 
and last season we had the old surplus ofa 
9,000,000 bale crop to overcome, while this 
year we follow a crop whose a¢tual produc- 
tion did not exceed 6,500,000 bales.

Judge Lubke says that from the begin- 
ning of the contest he has been instructed 
by his client to ask for nothing but what 
isright in the recount of votes, and the 
general understanding has been that Mr. 
O’Brien was aman who would surrender 
the office of President of the Board of As- 
sessors without further contest whenever 
an inspection of the ballots and a recount 
should satisfy his legal adviser that the 
certificate of election had been wrongfully 
given to him 

Mr. O’Brien had for eight years man- 
aged the affairs of that very important 
office with a consummate ability that 
silenced criticism and demonstrated his 
exceptional qualifications for the discharge 
of its duties. In those eight years the real 
estate assessment had been intreased from 
$177 ,857,240 to §$238,948,770, and the per- 
sonal property assessment from §29, 188,400 
to $45,848,030. To equitably increase the 
real estate assessment $61,086,530, or 35 
per cent, and the personal prop- 
erty assessment $16,169,680, or 656 
per cent, in eight years, called for a vast 
amount of accurate information about 
every block or piece of property in the city 
and about the continual fluctuations in 
rents and cash values. It called not only 
for the fullest expert information and the 
soundest judgment, but for the most un- 
flinching integrity, firmness and imparti- 
ality under powerful pressure. The Board 
of Assessors never found Mr. O’Brien 
wanting in any of these requirements, and 
the board members who served during his 
incumbency are bly not at all san- 
guine that his successor can equal him in 
those respects. 

Therefore the public was not surprised 
at the announcement of O’Brien’s re- 
election, and the rebuke administered to 
the Democratic organization in the last 
city election is unexpectedly emphasized 
by the discovery now that he was really 
defeated.

The pasaage of the Voorhees repeal! bill

Its various ele- 
ments have come into being as expedients 
to meet emergencies, and in consequence 
have been disturbing influences, sources 
of constant apprehension and productive 
of vicious theories and still more vicious 
practices. It will be the business of Con- 
gress and the Administration to bring 
order out of this chaos, to place the coun- 
try beyond the reach of disaster arising 
from the confused legislation of the past, 
to admit no compromise which shall be a 
concession to sordid interests or partisan 
political necessities, to reconstitute the 
currency by establishing a money system 
according to the rational principles of 
monetary science, 

The Democratic party is pledged to bi- 
metallism. Itis pledged to ‘‘continue the 
use of both gold and silver as standard 
money and to coin both gold and silver 
into money of equal intrinsic value, such 
equality to be secured through interna- 
tional agreement or by such safeguards of 
legislation as will insure the maintenance 
of the parity in value of the coins of the 
two metals and the equal power of every 
dollar at all times in the markets and in 
the payment of all debts.’’ 

If this pledge can be fulfilled the legal 
tender basis of credit will have been pro- 
vided, and it will be a comparatively easy 
task to reconstruct the banking system in 
such wise that the benefits shall not all be 
absorbed by a favored class.

The Man in the Iron Mask. 
From the New York Post, 

The Peris correspondent of a London dally 
newspaper recordsa fact which, if correctly 
reported, may go a long way toward clearing 
up one of the problems of modern history. A 
letter to Louvois by Louis XIV., written in 
cipher, has been long inthe archives of the 
Minister of War, and has at length been de- 
ciphered. Initthe King orders Louvois to 
arrest Gen. de Burlonde for having raised 
the siege of Conti without permission, to 
send him to Pignerol, and to conceal his 
features under a loup or black velvet mask. 
The order was executed, and the natural 
presumption is that the ‘‘Man in the Iron 
Masx’’—it was a black velvet one with 
iron springs—may bave been Gen. de 
Burlonde, The story tallies with the known 
fact that the prisoner made repeated at- 
tempts to communicate his name to soldiers, 
that he was treated with respect by lis mill- 
tary jallers, and that Louls XV., who knew 
the truth of the whole affair, declared it to 
be a matter ofno importance, The difficulty 
in this explanation is to guess at the King’s 
motive for so much precaution; but it is sug- 
gested that he may have feared discontent 
among his great officers or the soldiery. It 
would not be dificult, one would think, to 
discover from the records inthe French War 
Office what report was made in relation to 
Gen. Burlonde’s disappearance. General 
officers do not vanish mysteriously without 
exciting some curiosity as to their fate.

The violent ‘death of Chicago’s popular

Furh- 
mann pald the money he borrowed from 
Krug,and as bondsman put up $25,000 to make 
up the deficit. Grimith and Lander also 
raised considerabdie funds to reimburse the 
city, hoping thereby to escape indictments. 
Krug’ Ss shortage was $125,000, butit wasall 
made good by his friends.
